LACOMBE’S EXHIBIT AT. 
: EDMONTON FAIR 


(Edmonton Bulletin) 
The Lacombe experimental Sta- 
tion, which is condueted by the 
Dominion’ Government, has a 


| very fine exhibit inthe agricul- 


tural building. 
Included in the exhibit is a 
model of a stave silo, erected at 


thf station last year, The silo, 
which was made of 2-inch by 6- 


}inch sttids, and which is 30 feet 


high, cost roughly $100 for ma- 
terial, and has a capacity 
thousand tons. 
a mixture of peas and oats, 
which runs to about ten tons to 
the acre cut green. 

There is also to bé.seen at this 
stand a coflection of small fruits, 
including red an@ white’ currants 
and strawberfies. The black cur- 
rant “Beauty” on exhibit made 
a profit of $300 per acre last 
year. ' Both strawherries and 
currants do exceedingly well - at 
Lacombe. . 

A special feature of the exhibit 
is the forage grasses and crops. 
The variety of alfalfa on pe 
stand, known as Grimm, last 

ear yielded 14 tons to the acre. 
for hardiness and yield it can- 
not be beaten, Among other sam- 
ples are red clover and alsike, 
both: of ‘which’ do well in Al- 
berta. Grasses on the stand are 
timothy, brome, western rye 
grasses and Kentucky blue. ‘The 
latter is especially valuable for 
permanent pasture, 

There is also an exhfbit of nox- 
ious weeds, common in Abberta, 
and the idea of the exhibit ig to 
bring to the notice of the farmer 
the harm done by these weeds;

heel,’ (Gen. 3: 15).. That the 
seed of the woman referred to is 
Christ is evident from the words 
of the Apostle Paul to the. Gala- 
tians, “But when the fullness of 
time was come, God sent His Son 
made of a woman. . . . that: we 
might receive the adoption of 
sons,” (Gal. 4:4, 5). The com- 
ing of the Messiah was the great 
theme of all the prophets. After 
His resurrection, elfore revealing 
himself to His disciples, Christ 
showed them the Scriptures that 
referred to himself.
